Copy of Letter, dated 12th January 1867, from P. M. Cullman, Esq., m.b., to 
the Secretaries to the Commissioners of National Education, Ireland. 

Sirs, Ennis, 12 January 1867. 

Having for a long time felt great interest in the subjects of education and 
sanitary science, I trust that the Board df National Education will excuse me for 
soliciting their attention to the Memorial, which, upon my motion, the Ennis 
Sanitary Committee has submitted to them, praying that an Elementary Work on 
Snaitary Science may be introduced into the National Schools. 

I believe that a suitable manual on this subject has not yet been published, 
which great public want the Board can appropriately and easily have supplied. 

I take the liberty of suggesting that such persons as Drs. Lankester, Suther- 
land, or Mapother, who have applied their attention to sanitary subjects, would, 
on being applied to by the Board, be likely to undertake the composition of a 
suitable treatise ; but should the Board find a difficulty in obtaining the co-opera- 
tion of such persons as those I have named, I would myself undertake to compile 
an elementary and popular manual on the subject, that is, if the Board are of 
opinion that it is desirable that a book on Sanitary Science should be included 
in the course of National Education, otherwise so complete and comprehensive, 
and if they would be willing to adopt my treatise, if it should seem to be suit- 
able, of which, of course, they (and not I) would be the judges.
